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It is acknowledged that the Examiner has allowed claims 1-9. 

Claims 10-12 and 14 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Viland (U.S. Patent No. 
3,815,327) . 

It is believed that the Viland patent does not describe the 
invention as claimed by applicants. The Viland patent describes 
apparatus for preventing loss of hydrocarbons to the atmosphere 
by passing air and vapors through a desiccant vessel and then 
into a heat-exchanger tube immersed in a bath of liquid coolant. 
The gasoline vapors condense and become liquid in the heat 
exchanger tube. After that, the liquid passes through a cyclone 
separator to separate the liquid from the air. 
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
